Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 7, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 7, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
converting the aluminum layer to an alumina layer using anodic oxidation, until the alumina layer 
has sub-microholes in a regular arrangement pattern and a barrier layer remained at the lower 
part of the sub-microholes; extending the depth of the sub-microholes in the alumina layer to the 
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surface of the cathode layer; forming emitters in the sub-microholes, the emitters being adhered 
to the cathode layer. 

Regarding claims 8-14, claims 8-14 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 7 
because of their dependency status from claim 7. 

Regarding claim 15, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 15, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of converting the aluminum layer to an alumina layer using anodic oxidation, until the alumina 
layer has sub-microholes in a regular arrangement pattern and a barrier layer remains at the 
lower part of the sub-microholes; extending the depth of the sub-microholes in the alumina layer 
to the surface of the cathode layer; removing the alumina layer; forming emitters in the sub- 
microholes, the emitters being adhered to the cathode layer.
